ARKANSAY MINES.

Immense Wealth Which Nebrrskans
are Winning From Them.

J—It has been some
time since we have sent you any news
from Arkansas, and, believing that many
of your readers in the eity of Omaba and
in the state of Nebraska, besides other
states and territorics where the Bee so
readily finds its way, are more or less in-
torested in mining enterprises, 1 venture
f brief communication from the land of
the tick, the chigger and big prospects.
The little band of Nebraska men who
bave been stickfng so tenacviously to this
country with a tirm belief in its mineral
wealth, is now beginning to reap the re-
ward of perseverance. Time and again

have so0 - called assayers reported
“no trnce of metal nand abso-
lutely valueless,” on Arkansas oros
sont them for treatment., Fortunately

there were among the list of assayers,
metallengists, chemists and geologists, a
few possessing originality and common
sense enough to treat ores by methods
different from those of their grandfathers,
who even dured to deviate from written
formulus and rececipts lnid down in the
books, and to these advanced thinkers
und scholars, together with tho *“‘sand”
of a few “fanatics, cranks, schemers, and
fools™ Arkansas is indebted for the pres-
ont rapid development of her vast min-
eral resourses, centering in the lively,
rushing mining ceamps adjacent to Hot
Springs,

Those who have scen the wild rush of
miners, leaving half a head of water in

their sluice xes, grabbing ek,
I:auu and shovel, with a blan-
¢t  and two days grub, and

joining the mad stampede for newly-dis-
covered diggings, will best understand
tne feelings of men when the prospect of
great and sudden wealth completely ab-
sorbs the rushing crowds of prospectors
for gold. Snch a condition of thucgs is
now being realized to some extent iu the
carncst search for vacant territory and
corner lots at Hear City and Crystal
Springs. These places are ench putting
on metropolitan airs, and the good-
natured rivairy between the two causes
healthy competition and stimulates all
worthy enterprise, A large force of car-
penters, millwrights and nborers are em-
ployed in erecting buildings, placing the
machinery for the new stamp mill for the
Lost Louisinna Mining company, At the
five saw-mills there is n continuous rush
for lumbor.

There is heard the steady pounding of
the old stanmp mill, the ring of many
anvils, the gound of the numerous saws
and hammers necessary to rapid build-
ing un all sides, the occasionnl dull thud
of exploding dymamite from the sur-
rounding mines, Many companies are
preparing to furnish ore for the mam-
moth smelter erected by Colonel Moflet
at Cryatul Springs, which will have a
capacity of 1,000 tons a day. The
Louisiana company have already
1,000 tons of ore on their dump, two
tons of which was recently treated by the
improved Hartsfeldt's smelter at New-
port, Ky., with a result of 34 to the ton
in gold and silver. Professor Samucl
Aughoy, superintendent of the compuany,

with ‘its “president and other mem-
bers were present and  witnessed
the entire andiing and reduction

of the ore, A previous mill run by the
Eleotro-Amalgamation Works at Denver,
Col., gave & report of §34 in gold and
14 7-10 ounces in silver per ton. These
satisfactory results have caused the dirce-
tors to make a contract with Colonel
Moffet to reduce to bullion at least 500
tons of tho ore already mined, and it will
be immediately hauled to the smelter and
treated within sixty days according to
contract. The run will probably com-
meneo about July 4. As the new stamp
mill will be completed about the same
time, the comps anticipate a glorious
celebration,—and that reminds me to
give you a cordial invitation to celebrate
with us. e promise you a front seat on
